A German Colonial’ ‘Army. 

It is very evident that Germany is striking 
out asa colonial power and, intends to push 
‘ahead, along the new path she has chosen. 
During the last seventeen years her colonies 
‘have grown until ‘she now possesses ‘close 
Ypon 1,035,000 square miles of territory, all 
of which’ she has ‘obtained in thé above 
mentioned period. In Africa she possesses 
the ‘Cameroons,. German East Africa, Ger- 
man South-west Africa and “Tongoland ; in 
in the .Pacific, the Bismarck: ‘Archipelago,’ 


pelago, Samoa, part of the Solomon Islands, 
the Caroline Islands, the Marianne Islands 
and ‘the Pelews; and in Asia, Kiaochgu, | 
These Colonies form a long list, but, wi 
the exception of the Alrican ones, they,are 
not of very great . importance, In’. fact with 
“the exception of German -New Guinea they: 
are all composed of groups of, small islands, 
mostly totally unfit for colonization by Euro- 
peans (as, indeed, is New Guinca),and from 
which very little benefit in the way of trade 
is to be expected.” ; 

‘It will: thus be’ seen that Germany's most 
valuable possessions are her African colonies 
and her small settlement of Kiao-Chau, 
and it is probably to the latter, though | 
so small .in extent, that she looks for 
the greatest bengiit, @for ‘Germany - hopes 
to make of Kiao-Chau a German ' Hong: 
kong which shall control the trade of the

The proposal to establish here a, camp for 
the detention of prisoners of war from South 
Africa suggested to the public mind two possi- 
dle sources of danger: the introduction ‘of 
. bubonic’ plague and a ‘possible outbreak of dis- 
| ease as tigresult of ° confining a darge number 

of men within a limited area, in a bot climate, 
ina locality where the sanitary and ‘other ar- 
rangements—for—the—accommadation -¢ of the | 
' prisoners would necessarily be far from perfert. 
The Armenian arrived in Grassy Bay on 28 
June~one, oath after leaving Cape Town. * 
While the prisaners were awaiting disenbark- 
nation scores of boats filled ‘with passengers 
from the shore were in Great’ Sound. The 
. prisoners appeared, to’ enjoy being stared at, 
entered into conversation with the. people in 
. the boats, and threw souvenirs to them. These 
souvenirs consisted of toya and other ‘articles 
which had been’ made‘ by the men on the 
passage, nearly every one of the articles being 
adorned with'Mr, Kruger’s portrait, :

: ‘ora time, no doubt, bathing, fishing and 
gardening wit afford. them ample means of re- 
creation, and in the meantime the, ladies and
